M.any people ha¥e alreacly taken advantage of this free 
service since the centre- opened last April. So far, more than 
7,000 vehicles have passed through the facility. "The results of 
OUT testing show that Ontario vehi,cles' .are in need of emissions, 
repairs just as -vehicles in other ju,risdictio,n,s are,'' says Mich.ael 
Young 'Of the Transport,ation Programs ,Section, who's stationed 
at the centre. "You .aren't obligated to m,.sLke the repairs' sug~ 
gest.ed, but if you do,, you could lessen the effect your vehicle 
has on the environment and your he.alth and save on fuel," a.dds 
Young. A poorly tuned engine can suck up to 10 per c.ent more 
fuel, while tire drag due to under inflation increases fuel 
co-nsumption by four to ieiglit per cent. •• 

At the cen'tre,, technical experts test yO'Ui" Vehicle to ensui'e 
the emissio.nB con'trol sys.tem is in good .order. They .also .tell you 
how to save on fuel and h.o.w to maintain .a cleaner vehicle that 
pollutes less. Your car actually goes through two tests. The first 
one checks your exha,ust, .as a technician drives^ it through a test 
lane. The second test is more thorough, analyzing your vehicle's 
.emissions as it speeds up,. cruises .and slows down. This is done 
on a dynamometer, a set of rollers which allow the car tO' mimic 
the e.ffect8 of driving on a ro.ad. All cars and light trucks that 
ai'e powered by gasoline, diesel, propane, natural gas, ethanol 
.and methanol caji .he tested .at the centre. This includes four- 
wheel drive veliicles. 

And while your car gets .a thorough checkup, you can wait in 
a CQ'mfortable reception area complete with, reading material, 
soft drinks and a video on the centre's state-of-the-art vehicle

"Air pollution is a serious problem in southern Ontario," 
says Marcia Weaver, manager of Program Development 
Branch's Transpoiiation Programs section. About 35 per cent 
of all emissions thai 
contribute to smog, 
come from the 
transportation sector 
and 80' per cent of 
those emissions come 
from cficrs, trucks 
and buses.
